Goes Over the Top

As the final reports were 
made, 4000 Harbor Community 
Chest volunteers under the 
leadership of Jay A. Robinson, 
area chairman, were applauded 
for raising 102% of quota dur­ 
ing the recent campaign on be­ 
half of 167 member agencies.

In his final report to the Wel­ 
fare Federation Board of Direc­ 
tors, Court la ndt S. Gross, retir­ 
ing campaign chairman, stated 
that the Harbor area was one 
of the four Associated Cities to 
raise a 100% of their goal.

In all. 80,000 Los Angeles 
Community Chest volunteers 
raised a total of $10,123.359 in 
their annual appeal.
